Receipt is acknowledged of IDS and amendment filed on 4/25/05 and 1/5/05 
respectively. Claim 10 has been canceled as per applicant's amendment dated 1/5/05. Applicants 
are notified that the page that has been scanned with respect to IDS did not have PTO-1449.

The following new ground of rejection is necessitated by the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U. S. Patent 
5,997,887 ('887). 

See examples 4-7. Niacinamide is the claimed tacky skin treatment agent. Carbopol 1382 
reads on the claimed carboxylic acid/ carboxylate copolymer. Glycerin reads on the claimed 
humectant. Isohexadecane reads on the claimed hydrocarbon oil. Dimethiconol and dimethicone 
reads on the claimed silicone component and claim 6 dimethiconol. The ranges overlap. 
Carbopol 954 reads on the claimed viscosity modifier. Water reads on the claimed aqueous 
carrier. The title reads on the claimed method. Since the components are same the claimed 
viscosity is inherent.
